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T. J. Duffy Leaves State Office 


Press dispatches today confirm The Review-Tribune s an­ 
nouncement early in the week that Thomas J. Duffy, of East Liv­ 
erpool, chairman of the state industrial commission, will resigri 
February 15 to enter the practice of law in Columbus. In his let­ 
ter of resignation, forwarded to Gov. A. V. Donahey, he says, 
feel that in justice to my family, I should now endeavor to estab­ 
lish myself in some permanent business while I yet possess t e 
strength and energy to do it, and not wait to be turned out of 
office when age has made it difficult and perhaps impossible for 
me successfully to take up anything else.” 
Duffy’s retirement marks the end of a 15-year career in pub­ 
lic life—a tenure of office much longer than that of the average 
public official. 
And his administration of the duties of mem­ 
bership on the industrial commission, of which he has been chair­ 
man for several years, has been one of honor to the state and 
himself. 
The East Liverpool man stepped from the presidency of the 
National Brotherhood of Operative Potters, after serving with dis­ 
tinction for several years, to a place on the old board of awards in 
1911, thanks to an appointment by Gov. Judson Harmon. When 
the board was abolished and the industrial commission created, 
Duffy was chosen for the four-year term by Gov. James M. Cox 
in 1913, and was re-appointed for the six-year term in 1917. In 
1922 he was defeated for the Democratic gubernatorial nomination 
by Gov. Donahey, only to be re-appointed to membership on the 
commission again in 1923. His term would expire in 1926. Dur­ 
ing his tenure, he studied law' and was admitted to practice a few 
years ago. He has made repeated efforts to resign in the last two 
years, but Gov. Donahey and other friends urged him to retain 
the place. 
He is a self-made man in every sense of the term. When a 
boy he worked in the Wheeling, W. Va., potteries, shouldering the 
burdens of head of the family when his father died. His ability 
Soon attracted wide attention in the labor movement in which he 
was active. 
And at an early age he was elected secretary' 
of the other hlde.out.

tration of the late A. S. Hughes, for many years leader of the 
Brotherhood.

He is admirably equipped for the duties of the legal profes­ 
sion. He has a keen mind, a broad knowledge of law and is an 
excellent orator. He should attain the high place in the legal pro­ 
fession that his exemplary life merits. And his East Liverpool 
friends join with his legion of acquaintances throughout Ohio in 
wishing him success. 


Healthful Competition 
It isn’t necessary to poke fun at the Russian Soviet govern­ 
ment for inviting a limited amount of private enterprise, iff order 
to improve Communist business methods for forced competition. 
True, it is just as effective recognition of the principle of competi­ 
tion as if the Communists had thrown up their hands and turned 
everything over to competitive capitalism. But it is exactly what 
big private business is doing increasingly in this country. 
Look how the tobacco and oil trusts have prospered since 
their dissolution by the government some years ago. 
Almost 
every one of their constituent elements alone has made more 
money than it did as part of a monopolistic organization. 
One way of looking at this fact, and the usual way, has been 
to say that the trusts were not really “busted”—that their disso­ 
lution was only technical, and the component parts still operated 
practically as one system. There has been a good deal of that, no 
doubt, in the form of “gentlemen’s agreements” and voluntary 
price-fixing and following the leader in the matter of prices. But 
along with this there has been a surprising amount of competi­ 
tion, resulting not only from the natural efforts of different or­ 
ganizations to make a good showing, but evidently from higher-up 
policy. 
Competition, even in such a situation, proves itself “the life 
of trade,’’ stimulating friendly rivalry of personnel, and promoting 
efficiency. Different brands of tobacco or gasoline often compete 
vigorously with each other, when the ultimate ownership .and con­ 
trol is the same, to the profit of both brands. 
The same thing is seen now in the automobile industry. 
Look at the different makes of cars competing for the market, 
produced by the some manufacturer. 
Each car is better for it, 
and each organization.

A thin stream of patrons of a sum ­ 
mer hotel at the falls had trickled in­ 
to the picturesque gorge of Cumber­ 
land river for alm ost a century, but 
to m ention the falls in L ouisville or 
Lexington is to find that scarcely any­ 
one there has w itnessed the plunge 
of the Cumberland over a ledge 68 
feet from the level of the pool below 
it, and perhaps 120 feet above the 
hollowed bottom of the pool. 
Cumberland river is 688 m iles long. 
Betw een N ashville, T ennessee, and its 
entrance into t i e Ohio in K entucky 
it is navigable the year round as a 
result of locks and dam s.

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T. J. Duffy Leaves State Office 


Press dispatches today confirm The Review-Tribune’s an­ 
nouncement early in the week that Thomas J. Duffy, of East Liv­ 
erpool, chairman of the state industrial commission, will resign 
February 15 to enter the practice of law in Columbus. In his let­ 
ter of resignation, forwarded to Gov. A. V. Donahev, he says, 
feel that in justice to my family, I should now endeavor to estab­ 
lish myself in some permanent business while I yet possess the 
strength and energy to do it, and not wait to be turned out of 
office when age has made it difficult and perhaps impossible for 
me successfully to take up anything else.” 
Duffy’s retirement marks the end of a 15-year career in pub­ 
lic life—a tenure of office much longer than that of the average 
public official. 
And his administration of the duties of mem­ 
bership on the industrial commission, of which he has been chair­ 
man for several years, has been one of honor to the state and 
himself. 
The East Liverpool man stepped from the presidency of the 
National Brotherhood of Operative Potters, after serving with dis­ 
tinction for several years, to a place on the old board of awards in 
1911, thanks to an appointment by Gov. Judson Harmon. When 
the board was abolished and the industrial commission created, 
Duffy was chosen for the four-year term by Gov. James M. Cox 
in 1913, and was re-appointed for the six-vear term in 1917. In 
1922 he was defeated for the Democratic gubernatorial nomination 
by Gov. Donahey, only to be re-appointed to membership on the 
commission again in 1923. His term would expire in 1926. Dur­ 
ing his tenure, he studied law and was admitted to practice a few 
years ago. He has made repeated.efforts to resign in the last two 
years, but Gov. Donahey and other friends urged him to retain 
the place. 
He is a self-made man in every sense of the term. When a 
boy he worked in the Wheeling, W. Va., potteries, shouldering the 
burdens of head of the family when his father died. His ability 
Soon attracted wide attention in the labor movement in which he 
was active. And at an early age he was elected secretary of the 
pottery workers’ parent organization, serving under the adminis­ 
tration of the late A. S. Hughes, for many years leader of the 
Brotherhood. Upon his death, Duffy was elected president. 
He is admirably equipped for the duties of the legal profes­ 
sion. He has a keen mind, a broad knowledge of law and is an 
excellent orator. He should attain the high place in the legal pro­ 
fession that his exemplary life merits. 
And his East Liverpool 
friends join with his legion of acquaintances throughout Ohio in 
wishing him success.

land Falls is a question before the 
Federal Power Commission, 
its dis­ 
cussion has brought to general notice 
a cataract, second in size to Niagara 
in the area east of the Mississippi, 
and 
until 
recently was almost un­ 
known save to readers of reference 
books. 
It is so inaccessible that few Ken­ 
tuckians, comparatively, have seen it. 
A thin stream of patrons of a sum­ 
mer hotel at the falls had trickled in­ 
to the picturesque gorge of Cumber­ 
land river for almost a century, but 
to mention the falls in Louisville or 
Lexington is to find that scarcely any­ 
one there has witnessed the plunge 
of the Cumberland over a ledge 68 
feet from the level of the pool below 
lf, and perhaps 
1 2 0 feet above the 
hollowed bottom of the pool. 
Cumberland river is 6 8 8 miles long. 
Between Nashville, Tennessee, and ifs 
entrance into the Ohio in Kentucky 
it is navigable the year round as a 
result of locks and dams. On the up 
per river within the boundaries 
of 
Kentucky it is navigable only in win­ 
ter and spring save for 30 miles be­ 
tween Burnside, on the Southern rail­ 
way’s line from Cincinnati to Chatta­ 
nooga. and Palace. The so-called Pal- 


A State Park Commission was crea­ 
ted by an act of the legislature. 
It 
was authorized to accept donations 
of areas suitable for reservation as 
state park. No money for purchasing 
land was provided.

CORPORATION TAX 
SUITS PLANNED 


Efforts 
to 
collect about $100 000 
due from corporations in license taxes 
will be started at once, Auditor John 
C. Bond has announced. These taxea 
were due July 
I, but the auditor’s 
books show that 1,481 
corporations 
still are delinquent. 
Two remedies are available. 
Suit 
may 
be 
brought in the Kanawha 
county courts to compel the delin­ 
quent companies to quit business or 
they may be prosecuted criminally. 
W henever a company fails to pay 
the license tax promptly, 
a 
second 
notice is sent by the auditor. If that 
is ignored, the corporation is certified 
as 
delinquent to the governor, who 
then issues a proclamation to the of­ 
fender to discontinue 
business until 
the tax is paid. A list of such delin­ 
quents was prepareed and proclama­ 
tions were sent out by the governor 
last 
November, Auditor Bond says. 
Against those who failed to pay since 
November and up to February I the 
attorney general Is required by law 
to file suit to compel them to discon­ 
tinue business until the tax is paid. 
The criminal provision has not been

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 —U nless the 
new federal revenue act is passed by 
March I, collection of taxes on 1925 
incomes may be made at the higher 
rates of the old law, U ndersecretary 
of the T reasury W inston declared to­ 
day. 
Income 
tax 
returns for the year 
m ust be in the hands of collections 
of 
internal 
revenue 
by 
midnight, 
March 15, unless congress passes a 
resolution extending the tim e of pay­ 
m ent until a fte r adoption of the new 
law. 
W inston explained th at about two 
weeks will be required to distribute 
blanks and th at taxpayers m ust have 
a few days w ithin which to prepare 
their returns. 
“If hum anly possible collection will 
be made on the basis of the new law, 
but March I is ju st about the dead 
line,” W inston said. 
May Extend Time. 
In case passage of the law is held 
up beyond M arch I and it becomes 
necessary to collect taxes under the 
old act, taxpayers will be advised to 
rem it but one-fourth of their assess­ 
m ent to obviate the necessity of re­ 
funds later. 
As many sm all taxpayers 
usually 
“pay in full” M arch 15, the govern­ 
ment will have a m aterially sm aller 
amount of cash for its requirem ents 
until 
June, unless the new 
law* be­ 
comes effective shortly. 
Although the bureau of internal rev­ 
enue has indicated there may be some 
extension of tim e for filing returns, 
treasury officials 
declared 
th at tho 
law' provides th at at least one-fourth 
of the incom e tax m ust be paid with 
the filing of retu rn s M arch 15, unless 
congress authorizes an extension.

Part of Limited Arable 
Acreage Reserved to 
Raise Foodstuffs. 


Washington.—Cotton, Egypt'* chit! 
crop, la to bo restricted during 1928. 
According to recent dispatches from 
Cairo, a law has Just been placed in 
effect In Egyi* which will prohibit 
Ow planting of more than one-third 
of the arable land with cotton thin 
year. 
"The statute directs attention to 
peculiar physical features of the land 
of tho Pharaohs," says a bulletin 
from the Washington headquarters of 
the National Geographic society. 'Tor, 
although Egypt cuts a big notch In 
tho map of northarn Africa, only n 
narrow atrip along 900 miles of the 
River Nile la arabia or habitable. 
In an arna which la about equal to 
that of Maryland, more than nlna 
times Maryland's population, or some 
13,000,000 people, must be fed. 
"It la necessary,, therefore, for the 
government to enact stringent regu­ 
lations concerning the nae of this 
land. Tobacco growing Is prohibited. 
Farming land la much too precious 
to bo used for luxuries, especially for 
such soil-enervating luxuries aa to­ 
baccos. Egypt has many cigarette fac­ 
tories and its cigarette makers are 
•killed In curing and Mantling tobac­ 
co, hut tho leaf la obtained elsewhere, 
generally from the Levant, or from 
the Islands of tho Aegean archipelago. 
“Egypt, aa bas so often boon Slid, 
Is tho ‘gift of tho Nile.’ Tho life of 
Hie country, Its trade, its foreign con­ 
tacts, and aren the character of Its 
Inhabitant* have bosn molded to moot 
tho capacities and th* whims af this 
great stream. 
No country In tho 
world ta so dependent on a river. 
Without tho Nile Egypt would cease 
to exist aa a fertile country. 
Tho Egyptian Typo. 
I 
'T he desert, however, has been a co­ 
star with tbs Nils In tbs Egyptian 
spectacle of tho ages. 
Cloudless blue 
m lea, 
powerful 
sunlight, 
and 
dry, 
warm air have given Egyptian climata 
a uniformity especially suited to tho 
formation of definite types. Domestic 
animals, in particular, give proof of 
Its 
transforming 
Influence. 
Oxen, 
often exterminated by murrain, have 
been replenished by foreign breeds 
from every part of tho globe, and la 
a few generations almost invariably 
assume the well-known Egyptian typo, 
familiar from th* paintings and hiero­ 
glyphics of .ancient tombs and tem­ 
ples. 
“The natives, too, have changed lit­ 
tle. 
Despite a 
turbulent political 
career Iii the last few centuries, dur­ 
ing the course of which Egypt has 
been Jockeyed from on* European 
power to another, the great mass of 
tb«v population la little different from 
the bonders of the Pyramids. Today 
they speak Arabic and profess Mo­ 
hammad aa their prophet, bat they 
SGH revere th* Nile, and they stfU 
irrigate their fields with Its waters 
after the aa me fashion as th* subjects 
of King Mena, 4000 B. O. 
“While the Nil* brought many gifts 
to the ancient Egyptians It was far 
from 
a 
perfectly 
behaved 
river. 
Usually it spilled over Its banka once 
a year, flooded th* adjacent lowlands 
and left new layers of highly fertile 
soil for the year's crops. 
Tbsp lh* 
Egyptians brought thanksgiving offer­ 


ings to ihefr gtHfc*. 
a i other time* 
tho river was low. 
Crops were burnt 
hp "by the pitiless glare of the sun be­ 
fore the lifegiving fluid could be 
brought to them. Still again th* NU* 
was a ragtag flood driving ail be­ 
fore It. 
“Irrigation works developed by the 
English, however, have made large- 
scale plantings possible today. Great 
dams and barrages thrown across th* 
NU* valley hold the spring rains of 
th* southern mountains and distribute 
them more evenly 
throughout the 
year. Under European leadership and 
Ingenuity Egypt has progressed agri­ 
culturally from a rather forbidding 
land, farmed only when naturally fer­ 
tile, to a smiling ribbon of farms and 
plantatioha. 
Each 
year 
additional 
Ungers of water encroach on th* sun- 
glased domains of the deeert, fingers 
which transform It at a touch into 
luxuriant growths of green and gold 
and russet vegetation.

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T. J. Duffy Leaves State Office 


Press dispatches today confirm The Review-Tribune s an­ 
nouncement early in the week that Thomas J. Duffy, of East Liv­ 
erpool, chairman of the state industrial commission, will resigri 
February 15 to enter the practice of law in Columbus. In hiR it - 
ter of resignation, forwarded to Gov. A. V. Donahey, he says, I 
feel that in justice to my family, I should now endeavor to estab­ 
lish myself in some permanent business while I yet possess the 
strength and energy to do it, and not wait to be turned out of 
office when age has made it difficult and perhaps impossible for 
me successfully to take up anything else/ 
Duffy’s retirement marks the end of a 15-yea v career in pub­ 
lic life- a tenure of office much longer than that of the average 
public official. 
And his administration of the duties of mem­ 
bership on the industrial commission, of which he has bren chair­ 
man for several years, has been one of honor to the state and 
himself. 
The East Liverpool man stepped from the presidency of the 
National Brotherhood of Operative Potters, after serving with dis­ 
tinction for several years, to a place on the old board of awards in 
1911, thanks to an appointment by Gov. Judson Harmon. 
When 
the board was abolished and the industrial commission created, 
Duffy was chosen for the four-year term by Gov. James M. C ox 
in 1913, and was re-appointed for the six-year term in 1917. 
In 
1922 he was defeated for the Democratic gubernatorial nomination 
by Gov. Donahey, only to be re-appointed to membership on the 
commission again in 1923. His term would expire in 1926. Dur­ 
ing his tenure, he studied law and was admitted to practice a few 
years ago. He has made repeated.efforts to resign in the last two 
years, but Gov. Donahey and other friends urged him to retain 
the place. 
He is a self-made man in every sense of the term. When a 
boy he worked in the Wheeling, W. Va., potteries, shouldering the 
burdens of head of the family when his father died. His ability 
Soon attracted wide attention in the labor movement in which he 
was active. And at an early age he was elected secretary of the 
pottery workers’ parent organization, serving under the adminis­ 
tration of the late A. S. Hughes, for many years leader of the 
Brotherhood. Upon his death, Duffy was elected president. 
He is admirably equipped for the duties of the legal profes­ 
sion. He has a keen mind, a broad knowledge of law mid is an 
excellent orator. He should attain the high place in the legal pro­ 
fession that his exemplary life merits. 
And his East Liverpool 
friends join with his legion of acquaintances throughout Ohio in 
wishing him success.

Healthful Competition 
It isn’t necessary to poke fun at the Russian Soviet govern­ 
ment for inviting a limited amount of private enterprise, 
order 
to improve Communist business methods for forced competition. 
True, it is just as effective recognition of the principle of competi­ 
tion as if the Communists had thrown up their hands and turned 
everything over to competitive capitalism. 
But it is exactly what 
big private business is doing increasingly .n this country. 
Look how the tobacco and oil trusts have prospered since 
their dissolution by the government some years ago. 
Almost 
every one of their constituent elements alone has made more 
money than it did as part of a monopolistic organization. 
One way of looking at this fact, and the usual way, has been 
to say that the trusts were not really “busted”—that their disso­ 
lution was only technical, and the component parts still operated 
practically as one system. There has been a good deal of that, no 
doubt, in the form of “gentlemen’s agreements” and voluntary 
price-fixing and following the leader in the matter of prices. But 
along with this there has been a surprising amount of competi­ 
tion, resulting not only from the natural efforts of different or­ 
ganizations to make a good showing, but evidently from higher-up 
policy. 
Competition, even in such a situation, proves itself “the life 
of trade/’ stimulating friendly rivalry of personnel, and promoting 
efficiency. Different brands of tobacco or gasoline often compete 
vigorously with each other, when the ultimate ownership and con­ 
trol is the same, to the profit of both brands. 
The same thing is seen now in the automobile industry. 
Look at the different makes of cars competing for the market, 
produced by the some manufacturer. 
Each car is better for it, 
and each organization.

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T. J. D uffy Leaves State Office 


Press dispatches today confirm T he Revtew-Tribune’s an­ 
nouncem ent early in the week that Thomas J. Duffy, of East Liv­ 
erpool, chairman of the state industrial commission, will resign 
February 15 to enter the practice of law in Columbus. In his e - 
ter of resignation, forwarded to Gov. A. V. Donahey, he says, I 
feel that in justice to my family, I should now endeavor to estab­ 
lish myself in some permanent business uhile I yet possess the 
strength and energy to do it, and not wait to be turned out of 
office when age has made it difficult and perhaps impassible for 
me successfully to take up anything else. 
Duffy’s retirement marks the end of a 15-year carcel in pub­ 
lic life- a tenure of office much longer than that of the average 
public official. 
And his administration of the duties of mem­ 
bership on the industrial commission, of which he has been chair­ 
man for several years, has been one of honor to the state and 
himself. 
The E ast Liverpool man stepped from the presidency of the 
National Brotherhood of Operative Potters, after serving with dis­ 
tinction for several years, to a place on the old board of awards in 
1911, thanks to an appointment by Gov. Judson Harmon. When 
the board was abolished and the industrial commission created, 
Duffy was chosen for the four-year term by Gov. James M. Cox 
in 1913, and was re-appointed for the six-year term in 1917. In 
1922 he was defeated for the Democratic gubernatorial nomination 
by Gov. Donahey, only to be re-appointed to membership on the 
commission again in 1923. His term would expire in 1926. Dur­ 
ing his tenure, he studied law and was admitted to practice a few 
years ago. He has made repeated efforts to resign in the last two 
years, but Gov. Donahey and other friends urged him to retain 
the place. 
He is a self-made man in every sense of the term. Wrhen a 
boy he worked in the Wheeling, W. Va., potteries, shouldering the 
burdens of head of the family when his father died. His ability 
Soon attracted wide attention in the labor movement in which he 
was active. And at an early age he was elected secretary of the 
pottery workers’ parent organization, serving under the adminis­ 
tration of the late A. S. Hughes, for many years leader of the 
Brotherhood. Upon his death, Duffy was elected president. 
He is admirably equipped for the duties of the legal profes­ 
sion. He has a keen mind, a broad knowledge of law and is an 
excellent orator. He should attain the high place in the legal pro­ 
fession that his exemplary life merits.

friends join with his legion of acquaintances throughout Ohio in 
wishing him success.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 —Unless the 
new federal revenue act Is passed by 
March I, collection of taxes on 1925 
incomes may he made at the higher 
rates of the old law, Undersecretary 
of the Treasury Winston declared to­ 
day. 
Income 
tax 
returns for the year 
must be in the hands of collections 
of 
internal 
revenue 
by 
midnight, 
March 15, unless congress passes a 
resolution extending the time of pay­ 
ment until after adoption of the new 
law. 
Winston explained that about two 
weeks will be required to distribute 
blanks and that taxpayers must have 
a few days within which to prepare 
their returns. 
“If humanly possible collection will 
be made on the basis of the new law, 
but March I 1h just about the dead 
line,” Winston said. 
May Extend Time. 
In case passage of the law Is held 
up beyond March I and It becomes 
necessary to collect taxes under the 
old act, taxpayers will be advised to 
remit but one-fourth of their assess­ 
ment to obviate the necessity of re­ 
funds later. 
As many small taxpayers 
usually 
"pay in full” March 15, the govern­ 
ment will have a materially smaller 
amount of cash for Its requirements 
until 
June, unless the new 
law* be­ 
comes effective shortly. 
Although the bureau of internal rev­ 
enue has indicated there may be some 
extension of time for filing returns, 
treasury officials 
declared 
that tho 
law provides that at least one-fourth 
of the income tax must be paid with 
the filing of returns March 15, unless 
congress authorizes an extension.

COTTON PUNTING

WAahing)on.—Cotton, Kgypt'• chia! 
crop, la to bo restricted (furlne 1928. 
According to recoot dispatches from 
Cairo, a law hoi Juat been placad lo 
effect lo Kgyjrt which will prohibit 
tho plant lug of more than oae-thtrd 
of the arabia laud with cotton tbla 
roar. 
•Tho statute directs attention to 
peculiar physical features of the land 
of the Pharaohs,” says a 
bulletin 
from the Washington headquarters of 
the National Geographic society. "For, 
although Egypt cuts a big notch lo 
the map of northern Africa, only a 
narrow atrip along 900 miles of the 
River Nile la arable or habitable. 
In an area which la about equal to 
that of Maryland, more than ulna 
times Maryland's population, or some 
18,000,000 people, must be fed. 
“It ta necessary, therefore, for the 
government to enact stringent regu­ 
lations concerning the use of this 
land. 
Tobacco growing Is prohibited. 
Farming land la much too precious 
to be used for luxuries, especially for 
such sol! enervating luxuries aa to­ 
bacco. Egypt baa many cigarette fac­ 
tories and Its cigarette makers are 
skilled In curing and blending tobac­ 
co, but Ute leaf is obtained elsewhere, 
generally from the Levant, or from 
the Islands of the Aegean archipelago. 
“Egypt, as baa b o often been said, 
Is the ‘gift of the Nile.’ 
The life of 
the country, Its trade, its foreign con­ 
tacts, and even the character of Its 
Inhabitants have been molded to meet 
the capacities and the whims of this 
great stream.

star with the Nile In the Egyptian 
spectacle of the ages.

warm air have given Egyptian climate 
a uniformity especially suited to the 
formation of definite types. 
Domestic 
animals, In particular, give proof of 
its 
transforming 
influence. 
Oxen, 
often exterminated by murrain, have 
been replenished by foreign 
breeds 
from every part of the globe, and In 
a few generations almost invariably 
assume the well-known Egyptian type, 
familiar from the paintings and hiero­ 
glyphics of .ancient tombs and tem­ 
ples. 
•'The natives, too, have changed lit­ 
tle. 
Despite 
a 
turbulent 
political 
career In the last few centuries, dur­ 
ing the course of which Egypt has 
been jockeyed from one European 
power to another, the great rn aas of 
(ha, population la little different from 
the builders of the Pyramids.
